away. The comparative dryness of 
plains soil prevents this from hap­ 
pening to such a large extent.

in forests as it is on prairies.” 
Bengston said one of the main 
causes of drainage in forest areas 
was the rotting of tree roots which 
leaves “a pathway” tor moisture and 
air.
